the day was very pleasant, and we passed 
through a most charming country/ "AS I 
shall have occasion | to make use'of the 
phrase.hereafter, I_ will explain it now, so 
that your readers will understand what I. 
mean, for I wag perplexed myself, when I 
first came here, and had to ask lor an ex- - 
planation. Some seven of the Northern 
counties of the State, bordering on Lake 
Erie, are called the « Western Reserve," or 
the "Connecticut, Reserve," Some years 
ago, 
when Connecticut disposed of her 


Western lands to the U. .S. Government, 
she reserved these counties, but has since 
sold the land to individuals who have .set- 
tled here,—there are a few from all the 


England States, but her own citizens 


compose a large majority. 
Along "the Lake 


shore, or within two or three Jnilcs'of it 
there is a natural ridge extending (he 
whole length, slightly elevated.upon which 
the main road from Buflalo to Detroit has 
been laid out. 
It is a very good road, when 


in repair, and runs through some of the 
best land in the State; noble farms, of two 
and three hundred acres, with substantial 
houses and out-buildings upon them, lie 
along nearly the whole extent of it. At 
present, as the season has been very back- 
ward, the farmers have not repaired the 
roads, and there are some regular neck- 
breaking gaps and holes on them,—such as 


:vye should tlunk it unsafe to cross, at the 
East; but they 'are of mTaccoiant herel 


and the driver gives an extra crack of his 
whip as he approaches them, and over we 
go, thumping, jumping and bumping, all in 
each others laps, with admirable ease and 
grace. .But on we bound, arrangino- our-' 
selves for another, and ere we hfive hardly 
recovered from the first, we are thrust into 
another, and so on for more than half the 
distance from Cfeaveland here. We 
hap- 


pened to have eleven fiiir sized persons in 
the stage, and were wedged in so tioht that 
when we were thrustforward, it wa°s some- 
thing of a job to restore ourselves to our 
original compactness. 


There is a bold and striking contrast be- 


tween the almost dead level land of Ohio, 
and the ever-varying soil of our own moun- 
tanepua and rocky Neiv England. Here 
as far as the eye can survey, you behold 
nothing bin the rich level fields and the 
tnll majestic forests, looking as if they had 
stood the storms of a thousand years, and 
could brave even tho hurricane itself. 
I 


like these old forests-, for there is somelhino 
noble and lofty in them, which reminds me 
of the primeval days of their existence, 
long before the red man (rod the soil and 
claimed (o be master of the domain. 
This 


is an old, a very old world, and 1 run satis- 
fied that these mighty fields and vast Lakes 
were traversed by a race of civilized men, 
long before Columbus churned (o have dis- 
covered the existence, of the American 
Continent. 


There is poetry, romance and relic, ion in 


these stately trees, whose erect forms are 
pointing to heaven, and standing as speech- 
less sentinels over wrecks beneath them.— 
The view- from-my window, as I write, is 
delightful, and- whole volumes of thought 
are filling my mind, which, if 1 'should "at- 
tempt to commit to paper, would carry my 
letter beyond all reasonable length. 
It is 


not a thing fo be written about, or spoken 
of but affords 
the sublitnest theme lor con- 


templation and pleasant reflection to the re- 
fined and studious mind.

My 
Yankee friend, Trora'vConijiecficut, endured 
it for some- time/ arW - was disposed to be 
verypohie, but hi^patience became e£ 
halted, at last/ut her extraordinory flow 
of language, and strongly nianifested di* 
positton to the blue stocking spiritj'andhe 
.came out, not only in self-defence, -but atw 
from compassion to lh£ rest of.™ who did 
not hke to be q-uhc-'aiT.blunt. He 
com. 


menced h,s rather equivocal compliments

and whence readily made the application!

The style, of 
building is' very good, mostly cottages, ex- 
tending over considerable surfacd of ground, 
instead of running up. into the clouds; BB in 
our Eastern cities.- As ageneral thing, the 
streets are wide, and the housessurrounded' 
with a variety of ornamental tree, and 
shrubbery, and encompassed by wbil: ar- 
ranged gardens, which,, at . this season of 
the year, are in tho. prime, of their perfeW -»;
